“There are 
SO many individual processes in 
bringing this channel to life—things 
like media being digitized and trans- 
lated and packaged and encoded.” 

Working with art director Chris 
Hawley, visual-effects artist Alan

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His name is Takanori Nishikawa (aka 
T.M.Revolution, short for “Takanori 
Makes Revolution”), and although you 
may not recognize his name if you 
haven't been plugged into the J-pop 
scene recently, you've probably heard 
some of his work. Though he’s been in 


the Japanese pop music scene since 96, 


it wasn’t until “HEART OF SWORD - 
Yoakemae (before dawn)-” became the 
opening theme for Rurouni Kenshin that 
US audiences began to take notice of 
the enigmatic singer. Since then he’s — 
released several albums in the US, and 
he even sang “INVOKE,” the first open- 
ing theme for Mobile Suit Gundam 
SEED. He recently performed to a crowd 
of 3,500 people at the Pacific Media 
Expo in LA, and afterwards we had the 
opportunity to chat him up. 


ANQ: What co you think of the recep- 
tion your music has received from US 
fans? 

TMR: The fact that | have a not-so- 


small fan base here in the US makes me | 


very happy. Also, I’m proud of all the 
activities that | do in this country. 


ANQ: This is your second time perform- 
ing for an American audience. Do you 
notice any differences between concert- 
goers in the US and those in Japan? 
TMR: | think the key difference is the 
way they enjoy the music; in Japan, 
there’s a sense of togetherness among 
the audience, and their reaction to the 
music is kind of synchronized. You 
might need to come see my concert in 
Japan to fully understand what | mean, 
because in America each person enjoys 
the music in his or her own way.
